HISTORIC TOWN CHURCH 


EVENTS WILL MOVETO HALL AFTER HEATING SYSTEM BREAKS DOWN 


A 900-year-old church in 
Northampton will be unable to 
host any services until Febru¬ 
ary 2014 as the heating sys¬ 
tem has broken and requires a 
£50,000 upgrade. 

The Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, in Sheep Street, 
Northampton, traditionally 
hosts a large carol service for 
the emergency services in De¬ 
cember, as well as a number of 
events for schools during the 
Christmas period. 

However, these events have 
now been cancelled or relocat¬ 
ed to the church rooms as the 
heating system in the historic 
Grade One listed church has 
broken down. 

John Kightley, a Parochi¬ 
al Church Council member, 
said the money to pay for the 
£50,000 heating system would 
come from private funding, 
but he has welcomed any do¬ 
nations from members of the 
public. 

He said: “It takes a vast 
amount of money to heat a 


church of this type. 

“It is going to be a chal¬ 
lenge and it could not have 
happened at a worse time. 
We should be back up and run¬ 
ning in February,” he added. 

The Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre in Northampton 
dates back to 1100 and is be¬ 
lieved to have been built after 
Simon de Senlis visited the 
church of the same name in 
Jerusalem. 

At the Northampton 
church, the rotunda is sup¬ 
ported on eight round piers 
and three original Norman 
windows survive. 

The church normally hosts 
services on Sundays and on 
Wednesdays, but these will 
now take place in the church 
rooms.

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Criticised crime chief 
insists he has ‘best job’

He has been criticised and in¬ 
sulted, his job remains divisive 
at best, he has been accused 
of cronyism and one political 
grandee from his own party 
strongly implied he was a meg¬ 
alomaniac. 

However, Adam Simmonds 
insists he is still in “the best job 
I have ever had”. 

This week marks the first 
anniversary since he was elect¬ 
ed the county’s Police & Crime 
Commissioner, becoming the 
youngest commissioner in the 
UK. 

Over the past year, Mr Sim¬ 
monds has proposed a merger 
between emergency services 
- starting with the fire serv¬ 
ice - set about recruiting 900 
volunteer police officers, an¬ 
nounced plans to sell-off po¬ 
lice HQ, and is now keen to start 
shaking up the entire criminal 
justice system. 

Sitting in his office inside 
Wootton Hall - the police head¬ 
quarters he wants to turn into 
a school - Mr Simmonds de¬ 
scribed his job as one that is 
getting “bigger by the day”. 

Some say that is because he 
is hell-bent on “grabbing” more 
power. Mr Simmonds says that 
is not the case. 

“I am not going to be Police 
& Crime Commissioner forev¬ 
er”, he said, “but these services 
need to work efficiently and ef¬ 
fectively forever.” 

Asked to reflect on the last 
12 months, he said: “From one 
point of view it has gone really, 
really quickly. 

“At some points it has been 
like raising the Titanic with 
tweezers, in as much as making 
changes can take a long time. 

“Trying to communicate to 
people a vision of what the fu¬ 
ture might look like is not easy 
when people are so entrenched 
in the past and when it impacts 
upon their day-to-day lives.” 

However, Mr Simmonds 
says he has enjoyed his first 12 
months, spending time on the 
frontline, meeting police and 
staff across the force and find¬ 
ing people who are “committed 
to helping their communities”. 

He says he is proud of his of¬ 
ficers, his victims’ report and is 
proud of his own team, which 
had attracted national head¬ 
lines over allegations of “cro¬ 
nyism”. 

He said: “I am proud of 
Northamptonshire Police and 
I am very confident we have the 
necessary ingredients to be the 
best police force in the country. 


“Having said that, I think we 
have a long way to go to move 
into a strong position to go for¬ 
ward.” 

While he speaks warmly 
about his officers, he has his 
eyes firmly on changing a crimi¬ 
nal justice system he believes 
requires drastic change. 

He says the tried-and-tested 
methods have failed and a dif¬ 
ferent approach is required. 

One part of the job he admits 
he has not relished, however, 
is the criticism that has been 
thrown at him all too often. 

He claims he has been “mis- 
understood” and that some 
people simply don’t want to like 
himorhisjob. 

Either way, he has learned to 
ignore the critics. 

“Nobody likes criticism and 
it would be silly to say when 
people are rude that it doesn’t 
hurt. 

“I like to be challenged, I like 
people to say ‘I don’t like that 
idea, here is another idea’. 

“But what you get a lot is peo¬ 
ple being negative for the sake 
of it. 

“I think people have gener¬ 
ally not understood what I have 
been trying to say. 

“I understand why, because 


I can’t talk to each and every 
one of them. 

“I have thrown out ideas, but 
there are points when I don’t 
listen [to the criticism] because 
you have to believe in what you 
are doing.” 

Asked about his future, he 
insists he still hasn’t decided if 
he will stand for election again. 

“This has been a difficult 


year, emotionally, physically. 

“It has been a challenging 
year for me and my family. 

“It has been a year when I 
have sacrificed a lot of time, 
when I have exposed myself to 
the public and to think there is 
another two-and-a-half years 
and then potentially another 
four years after that....it re¬ 
quires a lot of thought.”

Campus house plan 



A development of800 houses 
on the site of the University of 
Northampton’s Park Campus 
could reduce traffic problems 
in the Kingsthorpe area, a 
planning expert has claimed. 
The town’s university is plan¬ 
ning to relocate to a new £330 
million campus in the town 
centre, off Bedford Road, 
which is part of the Waterside 
Enterprise Zone. 

An outline planning ap¬ 
plication has been submit¬ 
ted and the university plans 
to leave its current site off 
Boughton Green Road in 2018. 

Plans have now been 
drawn up for a 8oo-house de¬ 
velopment on Park Campus in 
Boughton Green Road, which 
would include a mixture of 
detached and semi-detached 
properties. Up to 1,800 park¬ 
ing spaces would also be pro¬ 
vided. 

In the current plans, there 
is no intention to create any 
other access roads to the site, 
apart from the two existing 
entrances from Boughton 
Green Road. 

Neil Rowley, director of 
planning for Savills which has 
drawn up the plans, said he 
thought local residents would 


notice reduced traffic levels. 

He said: “People coming 
through the door have been 
supportive as it is a relatively 
low density development and 
there will be less traffic than 
there currently is in the area 
when students are at the uni¬ 
versity.” 

Terry Neville, chief oper¬ 
ating officer at the universi¬ 
ty, said: “I think it is good for 
Northampton as this site is 
already in a residential area. I 
think it is also positive for local 
businesses.” 

Not all residents agree 
though. One wrote to our sis¬ 
ter newspaper, the Chronicle 
&Echo, to say: “Once students 
are in residence, they are 
there. They are not popping 
in and out to do school runs, 


shopping, and general adult 
and children’s activities. With 
1,800 car spaces planned, that 
will put a massive amount of 
extra car journeys on to our al¬ 
ready crowded and at capacity 
local roads.” 

Part of the land will be 
developed by Taylor Wim- 
pey as part of a ‘land swap’ 
in a deal to develop the 
Nunn Mills land for the new 
campus. 

A detailed planning appli¬ 
cation is likely to be submitted 
in the first few months of 2015. 
Construction of the houses is 
not likely to start until 2019.

Workers’‘shanty’ 
camp is demolished 


A ‘shanty town’ which was 
created on the site of North¬ 
ampton’s former power 
station by Eastern European 
warehouse workers, has 
been demolished by bailiffs. 

In April last year, the Chron 
revealed that a small village of 
tents and shacks had been set 
up close to Avon’s headquar¬ 
ters, offBedford Road near the 
town centre. 

It is believed a group of 
Eastern European people who 
work in warehouses across 
Northampton had created 
the camp. 

But it has now been re¬ 
vealed the site was demol¬ 
ished by developers last 
month, sparking criticism 
from one town councillor. 

During a meeting of North¬ 
amptonshire County Council’s 
cabinet this week, Councillor 
Danielle Stone {Lab, Phipps- 
ville) labelled the clearance 
“inhumane”. 

She said: “I can understand 
the people who own the site 
want to clear it for develop¬ 
ment, but nothing is going to

be built there for months, so 
they didn’t need to do it just 
before the winter. 

“These are people trying 
their best in very difficult cir¬ 
cumstances and they need 
support. 

“Getting rid of their homes 
is not a humane way of doing 
things in my opinion.” 

The camp was cleared by 
Persimmon Homes, who own 
the site with Taylor Wimpey. 

Persimmon’s technical di¬ 


rector, Paul Stones, said: “We 
needed to make the site safe 
and secure to undertake field 
survey work and ecological 
surveys, and did not want to 
put our contractors at any risk 
during this period. 

“We used local bailiffs to 
undertake the removal of the 
squatters. 

“They carried out a full sur¬ 
vey of the number and type of 
temporary dwellings on site 
and subsequently produced a 
risk assessment. 

“On Friday, October n, no¬ 
tices were served on all squat¬ 
ters to vacate our premises by 
the morning of October 14. 

“The bailiff attended the 
site that morning and collect¬ 
ed together all tents, belong¬ 
ings and temporary structures 
which were placed in a holding 
area for collection, of which 
the squatters were informed. 

“Fencing was re-erected 
to secure the site and securi¬ 
ty guards were put in place at 
around 2pm that day.” 

The site is being cleared so 
the University of Northamp¬ 
ton can move there.

Bringing Change Home 
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Cruel jibe inspired Clare’s weight loss 


A stranger who taunted a 
woman while she shopped in a 
supermarket has inspired her 
to lose seven stone. 

Delapre resident, Clare 
Fitzpatrick, aged 33, weighed 
17 stone when she was 
heckled by a man who 
shouted ‘you won’t go hun¬ 
gry, will you’ while she was 
out shopping. 

But instead of being upset 
by the stranger’s cruel jibe, 
the mother of two began a 
weight-loss programme and 
dropped to a size 12 in only five 
months. 

She said: “The final straw 
was when the man in the su¬ 
permarket taunted me. 

“When it happened, I knew 
it was finally time to do some¬ 
thing about my weight.” 

After only two more 
months on her diet, Clare had 
lost a total of seven stone and 
she is now planning to renew 
her wedding vows with hus¬ 
band, Mick. 

She said: “I went to visit my 
husband’s family, who live in 
Ireland. 

“When Mick and I walked 
up to the house they thought 
he had ditched me for a slim¬ 
mer model, his mum couldn’t 


believe it was me. 

“But I would say the biggest 
change since my weight loss 
is my confidence, energy and 
happiness. 

“At seven stone lighter, I fi¬ 
nally feel like the real me. 

“My weight was a barrier 
before and I didn’t want to 
draw attention to myself, but 
now I feel like I could handle 
anything.” 

Mrs Fitzpatrick lost her 
weight by taking part in the 
LighterLife programme, a 
diet where normal eating is 
replaced by four specially 
formulated ‘food packs’ per 
day, alongside weekly coun¬ 
selling sessions to assess the 
psychological issues behind 
over-eating. 

Reflecting on her weight 
loss, she said: “My energy 
levels have risen tenfold, 
meaning I can finally get in¬ 
volved in activities with the 
children. 

“I can now go on bike rides 
and walks, things I couldn’t 
really do before, not without 
feeling horrendously exhaust¬ 
ed anyway.” 

Mrs Fitzpatrick now al¬ 
so goes rock climbing in the 
Peak District with her family 
regularly.

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'Help protect Washlands’ 



A new community panel to help protect the future of Northampton Wash- 
lands is being set up 


A new community panel to 
help protect and shape the 
future of the Northampton 
Washlands is being set up by 
The Wildlife Trust. 

The Washlands, which lie be¬ 
tween the A45 and Bedford 
Road, form part of the Up¬ 
per Nene Valley Gravel Pits 
Special Protection Area. It is 
also part of a working farm, 
is a protected site for wild 
birds and stores flood water 
to reduce flooding down¬ 
stream. 

A survey three years ago 
discovered that the numbers 
of golden plover birds had de¬ 
clined significantly as a result 
of an increase in visitors to 
the area, disturbing the 
wildlife. One of the aims of 
the new community panel 
will be to address issues such 
as these. 

A spokesman for The 
Wildlife Trust in Northamp¬ 
tonshire said: “If you’re part 
of the local community or use 
the site regularly, and are in¬ 
terested in sharing views and 
ideas with other site users 
about this important place, 
then why not join our new 
community panel? 

“During three meetings 
over the next year, the panel 


will be considering the uses 
and pressures on the Wash- 
lands, discussing the best 
way forward for the Wash- 
lands, and contributing ideas 
about its future management. 
You don’t need to be an expert, 
just someone willing to come 
along and take part in the dis¬ 
cussions.” 

The group of designated 
gravel pits in the Nene Valley 
attracts about 20,000 birds in 
the winter, including species 
such as gadwall, golden plover 
and bittern. 

“The Washlands is the 
most important site in the 
complex as it attracts more 
birds than any other site,” the 
spokesman added. 

“However, a survey in 
2009/10 found that numbers 
of golden plover had declined 
significantly. This is largely 
as a result of increased dis¬ 


turbance caused when visi¬ 
tors or their dogs stray from 
the path on the embankment 
and enter the basin. 

“The site’s managers and 
the conservation organi¬ 
sations involved in its pro¬ 
tection, strongly urge all 
visitors to remain on the em¬ 
bankment and to keep their 
dogs on leads,” the spokesman 
said. 

The community panel is 
being established by organi¬ 
sations such as The River Nene 
Regional Park, the RSPB, Nat¬ 
ural England, The Wildlife 
Trust and the University of 
Northampton.

Saints boss finding it tough to decide on matchday squad

Saints boss Jim Mallinder 
admits he faces some difficult 
selection decisions ahead of 
Saturday’s game against New¬ 
castle Falcons. 

Northampton welcome 
back their England contin¬ 
gent for the clash as well as a 
number of men who have been 
rested in recent weeks.
